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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-8, and 10-13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Demeyere et al. (US 6, 521 , 589 B2). 

Regarding claims 1-8, and 10-13 , Demeyere et al. teach a fabric softener 
composition consisting essentially of (concentrated) quaternary fatty acid 
trimethanolamine ester salts (two or more ester quats) of structures below:

Wherein m=1-3, n=1- 4 (two or more ester quats), Y= O— C— (O)— , R= H, Ci- C 6 
alkyl, or hydroxyl ethyl, R 1 (T 1 of instant claims) =C 6 - C22 alkyl; [3: 31-60, 29: 1-21], 
and X= CI" , Br ", an anion; [4: 10-13], b)- an organic solvents such as isopropanol, 
and ethanol; [8: 28-41, 10: 47-50], c)- water by the amount of 5-15%; [10: 9-10], d)- 
composition has excess basic triethanolamine within the range of 0.3-3% due to used 
of pH adjusting ingredient (0-10%) by neutralizing the excess amount of alkyl amines 
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such as triethanolamine: [2: 23-25, 7: 10-13]. Composition further comprises additives 
such as perfume, antifoaming agent, and electrolytes; [23: 10-15].
